Davis, director of psychological 
services and activity treatment 
at Clarks Sum m it State Hos­ 
pital. 
Defining 
mental 
health 
as 
“ feeling pretty good,” Davis list­ 
ed 
as the physical 
causes of 
mental 
Illness 
aging, 
alcohol 
and 
drugs 
and 
brain 
Injury. 
The other causes, sometimes re­ 
ferred to as psychological, in­ 
clude childhood experience, trau­ 
ma. loss of loved ones, world 
crisis and daily pressure. 
Davis said the word which 
best expresses the .situation of 
the mentally ill is extremes. 
Mi*od Ex trem e* 
He cited 
extremes of mood 
and thought, extremes in be­ 
havior and lack of sense of re­ 
ality 
as 
danger 
signals 
and 
broke the disease down Into two 


classes — neurotic* and psycho­ 
tics. 
The neurotic, Davis said, is 
frightened of everything A per­ 
son in this condition is full of 
fears, insecurities and anxieties. 
‘•They succeed not only in be­ 
ing miserable themselves, they 
make everyone else miserable,” 
he said. 
Most Serious 
He said that the psychotic Is 
“ the 
most 
serious 
form 
of 
mental Illness” and added that 
80 per cent of th** hospital pop­ 
ulation 
at 
Clarks Summit 
is 
schizophrenic, 
“ The psychotic. In contrast to 
the neurotic, 
removes himself 
from the world of reality," Da­ 
vis said. 
“ W ith what he has in 
his fantasy, he can only create 
a world of terror.” 
Davis pointed to a growing 
trend toward treatment of the 
mentally ill In the environment 
which caused their illness and 
said the average stay at Clarks 
Summit is about three months. 
‘•You can’t treat a patient out 
of the situation which caused 


his condition.** he added. 


He 
listed as necessities for 
m e n t a l health understanding 
and knowledge of abilities, am ­ 
bition. feelings, conscience and 
intelligence. 


He urged persons with prob­ 
lems to look honestly at them­ 
selves, to avoid being ashamed 
—“ W e all have faults and de­ 
fects, if we didnt have them 
w’e’d 
probably 
have 
greater 
problems” — to seek help, re­ 
member that they are human, 
check 
their 
values 
to decido 
whether they are right for the 
culture In which we live, get 
lest and have a safety valve. 


Davis said 
that. chances of 
improvement Hie about 600 per 
cent better if it Is started early 
and Is done at home. 


He 
also 
told 
the 
group 
it 
should spread the word about 
mental health. 
"Find out more 
than 
you 
already 
know 
and 
inform someone else. 
You may 
hp saving someone else from an 
emotional illness of long dura­ 
tion," h*» concluded.

Highway* Secretary' Favk H. Martin 
baa yet to He sold on the idea of borrow­ 
ing 150 million dollars to speed con­ 
st ruction of the Keystone Shortway. 
Directors of the Shortwav Assn. pro­ 
posed at a meeting: in Sharon this week 
that 
ti e General Assembly authorize 
the State Highway and Bridge Author­ 
ity to borrow the money from private 
lenders. 
They 
argue 
that 
stepped * up 
spending on the project now would 
sa\e the state and federal govern­ 
ments large sums of money in the 
long 
run 
because 
road building 
costs are rising steadily each year. 
Secretary Martin does not dispute the 
directors* contention. 
He insists, how­ 
ever. that such a step would be unfair 
to other highway projects included with 
the Short way in the promised interstate 
program. 
These include ti e Delaware 
and Anthracite Expressways, among 
others. 
The state's problem stems from its 
lack of sufficient funds to finance the 
entire intersta’e program along with 
other highway commitments such as 
road projects in which the state pays 
either all or one-half the costs. 
I nder 
the interstate program, the federal gov­ 
ernment pa vs 90 percent of the con- 
itruction costs. 
Secretary Martin says the state's 
highway system is outdated and must 


l>e improved. 
His department, he says, 
has outlined an ambitious road-building 
and improvement schedule, but it can­ 
not possibly keep pace with the grow­ 
ing traffic needs unless more money is 
forthcoming. 
He offers a solution to the problem 
by advocating a one-cent-a-gallon in­ 
crease in the state gasoline tax and 
urging supporters of major highway 
proposals and users of roads to join the 
Lawrence Administration in winning 
legislative approval of the tax. 
The 1959 Legislature killed a similar 
proposal in the mistaken lielief that 
more money was not needed. 
Since 
then, there appears to be a better un­ 
derstanding of the state's plight with 
respect to highway financing. 


Still greater support of the gas- 
ta \ increase is necessary, however, 
if the Highways Department’s fis­ 
cal position is to he strengthened to 
the point where Pennsylvania can 
expedite its road-huilding program. 


We as motorists, demand modem and 
safe highways. 
They cannot be built 
without money. The fairest way to un­ 
derwrite the costs is by letting those 
who use the roads pay a modest in­ 
crease in gas taxes. 
Such is the sug­ 
gestion of Governor Lawrence and Sec­ 
retary Martin. 
We think it is worthy 
of the support of our legislators.
